‘Te ia the 
old atery of moderation 1n all things, 
Strong drink is denounced chiefly be- 
cause of its effecta upon the inmclleeate 
drinker; opium amoking bas been 
denounced chiefly on the evidence of 
“foreigao missionaries based often on in- 
sufficient data. Atter setting forth his 
experiences, Mr Parker, who plends for 
ne particular view, says: ‘The impres- 
sidn left upon mo is very distinct that 
opium dogs ‘much leas harm to the 
Chinese than drink does to ns, 80 far a3 
inciting to acts of violence, neglect_of 
&e., are concerned. The 
ereutest sinukera do not appear to spend 
upon their opium the proportionate sum 
of their earnings which our: working 
population spends upon its liquer, Our 
liquor costs 40,000,000 of us several 
hundred millions a year; whilst 50,000 
chasta ot £100 apieca, and 200,000 
chests at £50 apiece, would only make 
£15,000,000 o-year among 400,000,000 
people. Opium-smokiog causes. 10 
violence, incites to no crime, waless per- 
haps it be to atealing the means for a 
smoke, It is sensual pleasure pure and 
simple, und certainly does no good to 
the constitution, though, if taken in 
moderation, it may do little harm: in 
the. sense’ that it allays pain and kills 
wearisome time, it may be even be ssid 
todo occasional good, just as morphia 
‘does. with us, ‘Lhe unnaturaloess of 
vpium-smoking’ is not greater than 
that. of tobacoo-smoking, and tbat alone 
is hardly sufficient to condemn it” ‘This 
is. an eminently fair: statement of. the 
cage, based on the observed facts set 
furth by the essayist.

John Kennody, dairy keeper, appealed for 
a re-hearing +f the case in which he wos 
convicted at the Magiatrioy of aduitersting 
a quantity of mitk sold by him. 

Mr J. 7 Brancis, Q.0., appeared on be- 
half of the appellant, instructed by Mr H. 
L, Denaya; the* Hon, H. E, Pollock, Aot- 
ing Attorney Gonersl, appeared for the re- 
spondoot, instructed by Mr A, B. John- 
non. : Ca 2 

Me Francis opened the cuso. Ho enid 
there waa a diatinct statemont on evidence 
thet the milk in question wus not unwhole- 
nome or unfit for aso 08 wae required by 
the Soctioa of the Ordinance on which the 
conviction was obtained. ‘the only evid- 
once was that the milk was adulterated by 
the addition of six por cout. of. water. 
Now, there was nu definition of the word 
‘gdulterated’ in tho Ordinsnco, and he had 
failed te find any case in which a Jefiaition 
was given of tho word adalterated as ap- 
plied to milk. Ho waa proceeding to give 
the collodation in which the word was found 
in the Ordinance, when 

Mr Pollock said thia was hardly mate 
to a question of fact.

cows kept ia Hongkong and fed on the 
food that is available hero, Ho atatea that 
he made one examination, aod that he 
made no gencral examination of the milk 
fn the Oolong. :

Captain Bingham (‘ Recollections of Paris.’ 
By Captain the Hon, D. Bingham, 2 vole. 
Chapmin aod Halt, Limited: 1896) knowe 
Paris aa ‘vell a8 moat poople, and better than 
many, For well-nigh thirty yoara he was & 
newepaper porncependet there, and hed 
opportunities of observing men and things 
given only to fow. Some of thesa ho has 
formerly turned to excollent account, and tho. 
present volumes of ** Heeollections’ aro+an 
admirable supplement to his previous worke, 
Captain Bingham waae spectator of the 
closing acenéa of the Second Empire and ite 
falt,-and he was privileged also to witness 
the rise and development of the Third Ka- 
public, Concerning these events and many 
of the prominent men and women of the 
Paris of that tima, and before and since, he 
gives much gossip, and a good" deal that 
deserves perhaps a more dignitied name. The 
work, which is written in u bright end lively 
manuer, is of cvnsiderable value from the 
point of viow ot history, and will be found 
excellent reading. 


MOTALS TNDER THE EMPINT. 

The firat volume opens with recollections 

of the Dake de Marny, Roger de Beauvoir, 
some of Captain Bingham’s own countrymen 
and others, Concerning one of tho literary 
Irishmen, wo aro told that be was very 
jealous of his wife and he hada fuony way 
of showing it, Before leaving home te take 
bis seat on the editorial stool be used to give 
his wife long sume to do, and the unfortunate 
womun's existence in the absence of her lord 
waa spentin poring over long columos of 
fizures! Ol the scamy side of life previous 
tu the fall of the Empire Captain Bingham 
has a good deal to aay :— 
‘It must be admilted that the Emprees 
Eugeniv wus beth a virtuous sovervign her- 
self und divcsuraged immorality in others. 
While she waa ut the Tuileries the Court 
wus remarkably puro us fear us the women 
wero concerned, and scandals were few and 
far hetween. ‘But there was a great diffor- 
euce between Court and City, In the City 
viow atulked openly abroad, and became an 
institution. Now it was some famous ao- 
tress, thea a Spanish, an [tatian, or an Eng- 
lich woman, who held the ‘ upper side of the 
avement,’ and whose Dawe was on every 
lipcor rather tho name they assumed,’ 


THE WAR. 

The portion of Captuin Bingham’s book 
relating to the Franco-German war is un- 
neually interesting. He repeats an old story 
concerning the outbreak of that fearful 
struggle :— 

* When Miniaters presented the declaration 
of wartothe Emperor, he not only rofused 
to sign it, but tore it up in a passion, and 
buing ill at the timo went to bed. The Em. 
press, on learning what had happened, per- 
suoded Ministers to ro-writo tho declaration, 
and, suffering intense emotion, took it to the 
Emperor, who sigaed it,’ 

—Of course, the real harm had been done 
before thie time, although the Empress was 
blamed in the matter because it was said she 
considered nothing but o eucceasful war 
ovuld secure tha sucoeesion for~ her son. 
How misrrably mistaken she was! 

THE GERMAN SOLDIERe AND THE F <ENCH. 

It seems to buve been a matter of surprise, 
commented on at'tho time, tbot during the 
war friendly relations were very often estab- 
lished between the Germua soldiers and the 
townatol, Men in tho uniform of the in- 
vading army wore often seen driving market 
carts, aud otherwise aiding especially worhen 
in their daily work, Hore is a story, hearing 
on this puint, told to the author by Edward 
Blount :— ; 

* When the Empire collapsed it was fondly 
hoped the raq of ill-luck would change ; on 
moecting hie shoemaker the day after the news 
arrived, that worthy dissiple of 8t Crispin 
} rushed up to him and crobraced bim, Oa 
asking him the reason uf this demonstration 
the reply wee, '* What, have you not heard 
the news? Tho Republic has becn pro- 
claimed, and we shall now slay all our 
enemies, or drive them back headlong acrosa 
the Rhine.’ Not long afterwards he again 
met theshoemuker, whoendeavonred to avoid 
him—he wua taking bome a pair of boote 
ordered by o German officer |? P 

Among those sho wsemmnltied in the city 
during the investi@ént was’ Mr Washburno, 
the Awerioan Minister, who, under certaia 
conditions, was allowed tu receive letters aud 
Dewspapers, The newspapers were not to 
be communicated to n sevood person, and Mr 
Wachburne used to hide the Times under bis 
mattress, This seoret leaked out, and Cap- 
tain Bingham and some of the other corres 
pondents mauaged to bribe the Abigail who 
made his Exvellenoy's bed, and so obtained 
8 louk at the Temes, 


THE FOOD OF THR STARVING RESIDENTS. 

Ceptcio Bingham gives many particulars 
of the shifts reaurted to during the siege to 
obtain food. A good aswer rat could be ob. 
tained after some haggling for three francs, 
thero being no Govornment tariff on these 
rodents. Polar benr and dromedary from 
the Jardin d’Acclimatation were’ uffered for 
sale, Elephunt was also an article of food. 
but Captain Bingham describes it as ‘ oily’ 
aod cays hedid cyt like it, His wifs's 
nureo strived one morning with a basket, 
and ssid to bim in a piteous lone, ‘You can 
vot him, cir, but Ioasnot.’ Qn raising the 
lid of the basket he found the contents to ba 
atom cat, which was deoliued with thanke, 
As soon, however, as the armistice was 
signed, several of the English correspondents 
managed to get to Versailles -—, 

‘The first thing that Lubouchere did ‘on 
arrivirg there was to. pluuge. bis head into a 
poil of milk, and he was with difbeulty 
weanod. My old sobool-follow, Frank Law- 
ley, devoured several pats of butter without 
ohoking bimself, while John Augustus 
O'Shea was eo overcome at the sight of all 
the'viands he beheld ou enterinx the Hotel 
du Reservuir that he fainted away, Who- 
thor he was recalled ta existence by some of 
his national beverage or a alice of beef has 
never been solved,’ 

All three correspondents above mentioned, 
also Mr Gibsun Buwlea, still ourvive, none 
the worse for their starving,

‘THE FAR EASTERN | QUESTION. 
GERMANY'S INTERVENTION EXPLAINED, 


The Imperial German Dict discussed on 
18th March the non-rceurront exponditure 
in the naval estimates, and reference was 
once again made to the various schemes 
for the inorease“of the navy. which have 
been racenatly promulgated in the Press 
and elsewhere, Baron Marschall von 
Bieborstein, Seorstary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, made an important speech, in the 
course of which he explained the reasons of 
Germany’e iotervention at the time of tha 
Shimonoseki Treaty,, Baron Marschall 
said, ‘As tong as siz week before the con- 
clusion of peace we drew ‘the attention of 
the Japsneio Government ins friandly 
monner to the fact that any annoxation on 
the maioland sould probably lead to Extro- 
pean intervention, especially the annexation 
of the Liso-Tang Peninsula, Japan did 
not follow our advice, I assunie for cogent 
reasons, When the Russian Goverament 
showed ite determination not to allow such 
a. connlusion of peace. thera: cama about 
that pacific intervention the result of which 
is alrosdy known, By this. intervention 
we did not do the business of Russia ond 
Franco, but on the contrary, it was only by 
participating init thet it waa possible for 
us efficiently tv safeguard German interests, 
We took up our attitude not to offend 
Jnpan norto gratify Obins,. A, rising no 
tion full of onergy like Japon, which in 
short timo and by indefatigable labour has 
achieved astounding things, knd bas shown 
that she possesses, a atrong arm by Isnd and 
soa, can slways reckon on tho aympatbiea 
of tha German pation. ; (Applause.) If the 
apprehensions which: on the outbreak "of 
that war were entertained for German ib-
